Wilson’s Rejoiner to German Note 


Washington, May 9.— Following is 
the text of the note cabled yesterday 
by Secretary Lansing to Ambassador 
Gerard, at Berlin, with instructions 
to deliver it to the German Minister 
of Foreign Affairs : 


“The note of the Imperial German 
Government, under date o f May 4, 
191, has received careful considera­ 
tion by the Government o f the I nited 
States. 
It is especially noted, as 
indicating the 
purpose of 
the Im­ 
perial Government as to the future, 
that it is prepared to do its utmost 
to confine the operation of the war 
for the rest pf its duration to the 


fighting 
forces o f 
the belligerents, 
and that it is determined to impose 
upon all its commanders at sea the 
limitations of the recognized rules of 
international law 
upon 
which the 
Government o f the United States ha* 
insisted. 
“Throughout 
the 
months 
which 
have 
elapsed 
since 
the 
Imperial 
Government announced, on F e b r u a r y 
4, 1915, its submarine policy, now 
happily abandoned,the Government of 
the United States has been constant­

Altho u gh Jackso n co u nty farmers 
are lamenting the ex p ected sho rtage 
in their wheat cro p s this su mmer they 
learn fro m the dep artment o f agri­

o f the winter wheat belt.

and no v icinity escap ed.

so ta, Io wa and Misso u ri, ranging 
fro m 18 p er cent in Ohio and Io wa to 
23 p er cent in Illino is.

o nment was du e p rincip ally to late 


sev ere co ld weather, fo rmed an ice 
sheet that remained in many sec­ 
tio ns u ntil Ap ril, killing mu ch o f the 
wheat gro wth, and a co ld, dry sp ring 
o v er the western p art o f these states 
gav e little assistance to the p lant 
in o v erco ming its earlier handicap s. 
“The Hessian fly , rep o rted as a c ­ 
tiv e in many sectio ns last fall, is no t 
seemingly so mu ch in ev idence, al­ 
tho u gh rep o rted fro m scattered lo ­ 
calities, p articu larly in central Okla­ 
ho ma. 
Mentio n is made o f the p res­ 
ence o f the green bu g in central Okla­ 
ho ma, bu t the p arasites o f this in- 
seet are p resent also , and it is ho p ed 
will limit the damage it might o ther­ 
wise do . 
“Acreage abando nment in the east
